MINUTES OF THE MEETINGS OF THE STRAF- 
FORD COUNTY DELEGATION FOR 
THE YEAR 1948 


February 17, 1948 


The County Commissioners met with the County 
Delegation on this date at the Strafford County Home 
to discuss the 1948 budget. Authority was given to the 
Commissioners to borrow $175,000 in anticipation of 
taxes. In addition to the twenty-one members of the 
Delegation present, there was also Senator Guy Smart, 
Dan Adams of the County Extension Service, and Jim 
Dawson representing Foster’s Daily Democrat. The 
budget was discussed item by item, and was accepted 
as read with the exception of the budget of the Supe- 
rior Court. One thousand dollars ($1,000) was de- 
ducted from the estimated budget, leaving the budget 
for the Superior Court at $22,250. The matter of 
additional fire insurance was brought up and a motion 
was passed giving the Commissioners authority to look 
into the matter of insurance and make increases if 
necessary. The expense of same to be charged to a 
deficiency appropriation. A report of the condition of 
the Court House together with some suggestions as to 
additional space was submitted by Willis E. Littlefield, 
Architect. This report was read, also a report from 
Eric T. Huddleston from the University of New Hamp- 
shire, concerning the general condition of the Court 
House. In the following lengthy discussion, a motion 
by Representative Hartnett was passed instructing the 
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Commissioners to make a detailed survey of the Court 
House and to report back to the Delegation as soon as 
possible. Meeting adjourned at 3:30 P. M.

April 20, 1948 


The members of the Strafford County Delegation 
met at the Strafford County Home at 12:30 P. M. with 
nineteen members present. After a very delicious 
dinner was served, the Delegation retired to another 
room. The meeting was called to order by the Chair- 
man, Mr. Parker. In the absence of the Clerk, Miss 
Therese C. Carrier, Mrs. Cassie C. Haley was elected 
Clerk pro-tem.

Getchell and 
seconded by William Smith, that we appropriate one 
hundred twenty-five thousand dollars ($125,000), in- 
cluding what sum we have on hand, to remodel the 
present Court House as it stands, plus a one-story addi- 
tion in the driveway, if the County owns this land. It 
was discussed to acquire land (if not owned by Coun- 
ty) by eminent domain. The new addition to be built 
first, and whatever money is left, to be applied to re- 
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modeling the old building. Sixteen members voted in 
the affirmative and three members opposed.

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STRAFFORD COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ 
REPORT 


As retiring County Commissioners, we are leaving 
the people of Strafford County and to the incoming 
Commissioners a County Home and Jail in a better 
condition than it has been in for years, a Court House 
in which the Court Room has had extensive repairs, 
a much needed annex under construction, and an ex- 
cellent financial condition. 

Although many of the 1948 repairs and improve- 
ments are mentioned in the Superintendent’s report, 
we would like to go into detail regarding some of the 
most important. The toilets in the men’s wing have 
been entirely rebuilt and we now have modern, sani- 
tary conditions that we can be proud of. Other im- 
provements in the Home itself include new gas ranges 
and ventilating fans in the kitchen, new carpets for 
the hall, new chairs for the office and dining room as 
well as for the men’s piazza. A new 500-gallon hot 
water tank was badly needed and has been bought and 
installed. Battery chargers, motors and _ pulleys, 
slaughter house equipment, hay baler, electric hand 
tractor, a milk cooler and a new Ford truck have also 
been purchased. 

Forest fire fighting equipment, enough for 30 men, 
has been installed in the horse barn and is available at 
any time for fire fighters should any emergency arise. 

Improvements to the Farm itself include general 
barn repairs, new roofs on the silos, lawns rebuilt and 
regraded, thousands of feet of new fences and a large 
section of land near the new piggery regraded by 
means of bulldozing. 

The graveyard, burial site of dozens of people burned 
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to death in a disastrous fire many years ago, was in a 
very poor condition. Today it is enclosed with a new 
fence and the monument reset on a new foundation. 

Soil conservation practices have been part of our 
1948 program and today 386 acres of cropland have 
been divided into a strip cropping pattern for protec- 
tion against wind erosion and also as a measure to 
cut down fiood damage from the Cocheco River. Bas- 
ket willow, which has shown excellent results in pre- 
venting stream bank erosion, has been planted at sev- 
eral points along the river. Land too steep and unpro- 
ductive for crops is being used for reforestation, and 
to date 3000 forest seedlings have been planted. A 
development which will be watched with great interest 
is a multiflora rose hedge which has been planted to 
form a division between pasture land and an area 
found to be too steep for good pasture, and scheduled 
to be developed for forest land. This is one of the first 
plantings of this nature to be made in Strafford County. 

Our second annual “Open House” was held early 
this Fall and approximately 400 people appeared to 
visit the Home, Farm buildings and Jail. Such an ex- 
cellent attendance was more than gratifying to us Com- 
missioners. 

Although we have bought much new equipment and 
made innumerable repairs, there are still things that 
should be done. One of these, in particular, is the 
down-stairs kitchen which should be entirely rebuilt 
and modernized. It is our hope that the new Commis- 
sioners will give this serious consideration. 

Our County Delegates have been more than coopera- 
tive with us during the last two years. At a special 
meeting last Spring, they gave us permission to repair 
the Court room at the Court House and to build a much 
needed Annex adjacent to the offices of the Register 
of Deeds and Register of Probate. We secured the 
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services of Architect Norman P. Randlett of Laconia, 
New Hampshire, and before the September term of 
Court convened, the Court room was remodeled with 
an acoustical ceiling, modern lighting fixtures and re- 
painted at a cost of $4,860.73. The complimentary 
remarks we have heard from those who have occa- 
sion to use the Court room prove to us that the work 
was well done and satisfactory to all concerned. 


The construction of the Annex was put out to com- 
petitive bids and the bid of the P. A. Paquette Con- 
struction Company of Manchester, New Hampshire, 
for $75,883.83 was accepted by the Commissioners and 
members of the Delegation who served as a committee 
with us. Shortly after the Annex was started, we 
found that nearly 20 feet of soft clay existed at the 
site of the Annex. To safeguard against future set- 
tling of the building, it was decided that a concrete 
mat should be built. A special meeting of the Annex 
Committee was held, at which time the Commissioners- 
elect were invited to attend. It was unanimously voted 
that an additional contract of $9,410.60 be awarded to 
the P. A. Paquette Company for the building of the con- 
crete mat. Today the Annex is under construction 
and we take a certain amount of pride in knowing 
that through our efforts this much needed Annex is 
to become a reality. 

We are leaving the incoming Commissioners with a 
cash balance of $23,141.97, which we feel, that with 
the improvements we have made, the numerous pieces 
of equipment purchased, and with the general high 
cost of purchasing and operating, is an excellent show- 
ing. 

In addition to the $23,141.97 cash balance left to the 
incoming administration, $10,139.23 was spent from 
the general appropriation for Court Room and Court 
House Annex expenses. This amount will be charged 
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against the Annex fund of $78,112.67, so the actual 
._ balance left from the general appropriation is $33,- 
281.20. 

In conclusion, we wish to express our sincere thanks 
to Mr. and Mrs. Berry, Jail and Farm personnel, to our 
Chaplains, Rev. Milton T. Baker and Rev. Joseph Tur- 
geon, Town, City and County officials, county doctors, 
various welfare agencies, Sheriff Scruton, Mr. Donald 
Sweeney of the Probation Department, different clubs 
and organizations, our office personnel and to the many 
others who helped to make our final year as Commis- 
sioners so pleasant.

Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
Court of Strafford County were examined. Court re- 
ceipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, and 
found to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by 
the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and 
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payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. 


County Farm 

The accounts and records of the Superintendent of 
the County Farm were examined. Receipts of the 
County Farm were checked by source through the tri- 
plicate receipt forms. All receipts, as recorded in the 
cash book, were properly accounted for by the Super- 
intendent through remittances to the County Treas- 
urer. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures 
of the county institutions for the years 1946 and 1947 
are presented in Exhibits H and P, respectively. 


General Comments 
County Budgets: 

In the report of our previous audit, which was made 
in 1946, we commented on the fact that the budgetary 
practice in Strafford County had been to omit income 
from the county farm, etc., as estimated revenue and 
to credit such income to the appropriation account. 
We suggested that it was considered better budget 
procedure to make all appropriations on a basis of 
actual gross requirements and to deduct estimated 
revenue. It is noted that the County budgets for 1947 
and 1948 were made up on the recommended basis. 


Classification of County Farm Expenditures: 

When bills and invoices of the County Farm are 
approved for payment by the Superintendent, the 
proper classification should be indicated thereon be- 
fore they are sent to the County Commissioners’ of- 
fice for recording and payment. 

A rubber stamp which would provide the following 
information could be obtained for this purpose:

Petty Cash Funds: 

It is recommended that permanent Petty Cash Funds 
be set up at the County Farm and County Office. This 
would be accomplished by issuing a check in each case 
for an amount considered sufficient for a month’s re- 
quirements. At the end of each month thereafter a 
statement would be rendered by the Superintendent 
of the County Farm, indicating the amount expended 
from the Petty Cash fund during the month and the 
accounts to which such expenditures should be charged. 
A check would then be issued to the Fund for the 
amount expended thus restoring it each month to the 
original amount. The same practice would be followed 
in the case of the Fund established in the County Of- 
fice. 

Competitive Bidding: 

Our examination revealed that bids were not usually 
obtained on larger quantities of fuel, feed and grain 
and certain other commodities purchased, but that the 
waiver provision of the law had been generally com- 
plied with in connection with such purchases. Upon 
inquiry we were informed by the Commissioners that 
market conditions at the time of purchase were such 
that in order not to impair or reduce certain County 
services it was necessary to make the purchases in the 
open market. 


Conclusion: 
The accounts and records of all county officials were 
found in good condition and the accounting procedure 


conformed to the uniform procedure prescribed by this 
Division. 
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In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of its 
essential features should be published in the next an- 
nual report of the County. This letter of transmittal 
should be included in its entirety. The publication 
of Exhibits is optional.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 


Strafford County completed the year 1948 free of 
debt and all taxes have been paid by the towns and 
cities. The cash balance on December 31 was $23,- 
141.97, of which $359.00 is the balance from funds 
advanced by the Federal Works Agency to cover pre- 
liminary costs of the proposed Court House Annex. 
We have expended $10,139.23 out of the General Fund 
on the Court House Annex so as to gain the maximum 
interest from the Treasury Bonds held for this pur- 
pose, so actually the balance in the General Fund 
should be $33,281.20. 

The Capital Improvement Fund invested in U. 8. 
Treasury Bonds totals $71,500.00. The interest accu- 
mulated from these bonds is deposited in the Strafford 
Savings Bank and totals $6,612.67, giving a grand 
total of $78,112.67. Since the work on the Court 
House Annex has begun, and as mentioned above, the 
expenditures to date have totaled $10,139.23, this sum 
being expended from the General Fund, our balance in 
the Capital Reserve Fund should only be $67,973.44. 

I want to take this opportunity to express my sin- 
cere thanks and appreciation to the Commissioners 
and the office staff for their assistance and coopera- 
tion.

Two complete new bath rooms have been installed 
in the men’s wing and the entire second floor painted. 
The kitchen and hall in the main house painted and 
papered. 

The grave-yard at the rear of the buildings has been 
enclosed by a fence and the monument reset on a 
cement foundation. 
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Due to a very rainy season the crops were less than 
last year but above average and enough for our own 
use. The beef, pork and veal used for the entire year 
were raised on the farm. 

A great deal of time and work has been put in by 
Mr. Berry, superintendent, Mr. Adams of the Farm 
Bureau, and Mr. Brown, a soil conservation super- 
visor, to establish a Soil and Water Conservation pro- 
gram. This is the first year of a five-year program 
and it is earnestly hoped will be continued for the next 
four years. 

An initial planting of 1772 red pine, 1800 white 
pine, 100 basket willows have been set at no cost to 
the county. In addition, 1800 Multiflora Rose hedge 
plants were set in one of the pastures and are 
the first to be set in our locality. They are used in place 
of fences and will be carefully checked for the desira- 
bility of more plantings. 

In closing this report we wish to thank the County 
Commissioners for their fine cooperation in maintain- 
ing the Home and Farm. 

To Dr. Hartigan for his faithful attention to the 
physical needs of inmates and prisoners; to Rev. Milton 
Baker and Fr. Turgeon for administering to the 
Spiritual welfare of all and to the Staff of faithful em- 
ployees we are deeply grateful. 

The Wentworth Hospital has been most cooperative 
in sterilizing all of our dressings and loaning or giving 
supplies hard to obtain. 

On St. Patrick’s day, Thanksgiving and Christmas 
different clubs gave time, gifts and talent to make the 
days enjoyable. On Halloween the Staff gave a party 
with a fine entertainment and refreshments. 

For the first time St. Charles parish choir of 36 
voices gave a program of Christmas music, which 
touched the hearts of all who heard them. To the 
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many friends for contributing magazines and clothing 
and those who have called to visit and manifested a 
new interest in the welfare of those committed to our 
keeping we are grateful.

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COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 
STRAFFORD COUNTY FOR 1948 


In submitting a report of Cooperative Extension 
Work it is necessary to report only in general because 
of the multiplicity of work done by the agents and 
workers. 

While a great portion of the Agricultural Agent’s 
time is spent in rural areas, people in villages are avail- 
able to his services. During the past year a great deal 
of his time has been devoted to people in urban areas 
helping them with their gardens, small fruits, lawns, 
ornamental trees and shrubbery. Extension work has 
reached a great many urban children and women 
through the 4-H Club and Home Demonstration Work. 

Getting information to farmers is done mostly by 
individual farm visits, group meetings and mail. Dur- 
ing the past year 781 farm visits have been made and 
the Agent has participated in 117 meetings. Two.thou- 
sand one hundred and fifty-two requests have been 
made for information by office and telephone calls, 
which do not include those received by mail. 

Information given out pertains to farm management, 
soil tests, insect and disease control, fertilizers and seed 
recommendations, land clearing, spray schedules, ani- 
mal care, woodlot management, marketing and many — 
others. 

One of the projects undertaken this year was the 
Green Pasture Contest to encourage farmers to grow 
better roughage for their livestock. Strafford County 
was second in the state for number of enrollments, be- 
ing exceeded only by Hillsborough County. 
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By virtue of his office the County Agricultural 
Agent serves as Secretary of the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice and the Field Branch of the Production and Mar- 
keting Administration. Through the latter, farmers 
have received in the county 1,130 tons of lime and 488 
tons of superphosphate to help conserve soil fertility. 
Through Soil Conservation 166 acres of land have 
been cleared and many farm practices have been set up, 
all of which have to be approved by the Agricultural 
Agent. 

A long range farm plan has been made for the 
County Farm and Extension people have helped with 
the water supply plan for this farm. Charles Brown, 
Farm Planner for the Soil Conservation Sub-District, 
should be given credit for the technical work in farm 
planning. 

By the passage of the Hope Flannagan Bill the Agent 
has been able to make a study of the milk marketing 
situation in the county, which will in all probability 
result in helping the small dairyman to stay in the 
retail milk business. 

Other experimental work conducted has been in the 
control of weeds and brush by spraying and setting 
up forest planting plots to study the control of insects. 

The County Delegation appropriates money along 
with the State and Federal government for the Co- 
operative Extension Work. This service is available to 
everyone in the county through Agricultural, Home 
Demonstration and 4-H Club work.

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REPORT OF BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ 4-H 
CLUB WORK 


4-H club work includes that part of the Extension 
Service having to do with boys and girls between 
ages of nine and twenty-one. In Strafford County this 
work is supervised by one agent. The scope of this 
work is controlled by the number of 4-H clubs in the 
county. These clubs are under the direction of a 
volunteer leader, man or woman, who serves without 
pay and who endeavors to instruct the boys and girls in 
agricultural and home economics projects as well as 
to elevate them socially and to have them serve their 
respective communities and the county by community 
services. 

During 1948 there were thirty-eight clubs in the 
county, fifty-nine voluntary leaders and 540 club mem- 
bers, an increase in membership from 453 in 1947. 
These boys and girls completed 1124 different proj- 
ects, ranging from leaf collections and pin cushions to 
managing a dairy herd or tailoring a complete out- 
fit. Most of these members made public exhibits at 
Fairs or Field Days, all of them were required to 
study and improve their own health habits. Strafford 
County boys and girls 4-H members were very strong 
contenders in competition with the other counties of 
the state and many fine awards were won by them, 
which included merchandise, medals, war bonds, and 
all-expense trips to Chicago. 

Along with this project work, the leaders stress the 
idea of club and community responsibilities. This is 
done by encouraging the club member to participate 
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in the club activities, such as demonstrating in public, 
exhibiting project work, and participating in the pro- 
grams of other organizations. The clubs also held 
4-H Sundays, Lily Sale for Crippled Children, Red 
Cross and Cancer Drives, conducted health and safety 
meetings. Many of the clubs sent flowers and food 
to sick people and shut-ins. During Christmas time 
carol singing was very popular in the form of groups 
going from house to house in their respective commu- 
nities. 

Club work is a continuous year around program. 
Many projects are graded so that a young member 
may be advanced gradually and ultimately be edu- 
cated in this project to the extent that he has learned 
a trade or has become proficient enough to carry on a 
business in the agricultural or home economics sphere. 
The reason club work has been so successful in Straf- 
ford County this year is because leaders have volun- 
teered to supervise, fraternal organizations, service 
clubs and individuals have been generous in their coop- 
eration to make the youth program of extension work 
effective and desirable.
